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one Prince in the whole world that made a feliciry 
in this life , and lefr fair Fame after death, without 
the loye of his SubjcRs , there were ſome color to 
ceſpile it. 

There was not among all our Princes a greater 
Couticr of the Peopl: then Richardthe third , not 
{o much out of fear , as out of wiſdom. Afid, ſhall 
the worſt of our Kings have ſtriven forthat ? and 
ſhall not the beſt ? (ir being an Angelical thing to 
pain love. ) 

There are two things in which the People expeR 
to be ſatisfied; Religion and Fuftice: nor can this be 
done by any little a&s, bur by Royal anJ Kingly re- 
ſolutions, 

If any ſhall think thar by dividing the FaRtions ( a 
good rule ar other times ) he ſhyll maſter the reſt 
now, he ſhall be ſtrangely deceived - for in the 
beginning of things That would do much, bur 
not when whole Kingdomes are reſoly'd. Of 
thoſe now that lead theſe Parties ,. if you. could 
take off the mijor number, the lefler wquld go-

And of how great conſequence it is for the King 
to reſume this right, and be the Author himſelf, ler 
any body judge : ſince as Cumnexs ſaid, thoſe that

To do things ſo tHfat there ſhall remajp no jea- 
loufie, is very neceſſary , and is no moſ reale

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ly reformiog', that is , pleaſing them. For to do 
things that ſhall grieve hereafter, and yet pretend 
love (amongſt loyers themſelves, where there is 
eaſieſt faith) will not be accepted. It will not be 
enough for the King todo what they deſire, but he 
muſt do ſomething more : I mean (by doing more 
doing ſomething of his own, as throwing away 
things they call pot for, or giving things they ex- 
peRed not.

Then, how becoming a wotk, for the ſweet- 
neſs and ſoftneſs of her Sex, is compoſing of diffe- 
rences, and uniting hearts £ and how proper for a 
Queen, reconciling King and People  _ * 
There is but one thing remains, which whiſper'd 
abroad, buſies the Kings mind much (if not die 
ſturbs it) in the midſt of theſe great Revolutions, 
and that is, the preſervation of ſome ſervants, 
whom he thinks ſomewhat hardly torn from him 
of late: which is of ſo tender a nature ; I ſhall ra- 
ther propound ſomething abour ir, then reſolve ir, 
 Thefirſt 2zere will be, Whether as things now 
ſtand (Kingdoms in the ballance) rhe King is not to

s Mong the truths ( my Lord ) which we 
5 reccive , none more reaſonably cont 
NG mands our belief, then thoſe which 
JV by al men, at««{/times haye been aſs 
im ſented to. In this number and highe(Þ 
I place this great one, that there is a Deity g 
which the whole world had been ſoeager to em- 
brace, that rather chen it would have none at all, it 
hath too often been contented with a very mean 
One. 

That there ſhould be a great Diſpoſer and Or 
derer of things, a wile Rewarder and Puniſher of 
good andevil, hath appeared ſo equitable ro men 
that by inſtint they have concluded ir neceſſary ; 

| Nature ( which doth nothing in vain ) having ſo far 
imprinted it in us all, that ſhould theenyy of Pre- 
deceflors deny the ſecret ro Succeeders , they yet 
would find it out. Of all thoſe little ladders with 
which we ſcale laven, and climb op to our Maker, 
that ſeems to me not the worſt, of which manis 
the firſt ſtep. For but by examining how I, thac 
could contribute nothing ro mine own being , 
ſhould be here, I come to ask the fame cuckionls? 
my Father, and ſo amled ina dire line to a laſt 
Producer, that muſt be more then man, For#f' _ 
made 
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wade man.Why died not1 when n:y father died? ſince acs 
cording to that Maxime of the Phillophers,the cauſe 
taken away, theeffeft does not remain. Or if the firſt 
man gave himſelt being, why hath he it nor ſtill - 
Since it were unreaſcnable ro imagine any thing 
could have power to give ir ſelf lite, that had no 
wer tocontinue it, That there is then a God, 
will not be ſo much the diſpute,as what this God is, 
or how to be worſhipped, is that which hath trou- 
bled poor mortals from the firſt, nor are they yetin 
; Quier, Sogreat has been the diverſity, that ſome 
haye almoſt thought God was no lefle delighted 
with variety in his ſervice, then he was pleaſed with 
it in his works. Ic would not be amiſle to take a ſur- 
vey of the world from its cradle; and with Yaro, 
divide it into three ages : the Unknown the Fabulon:; 
and the Hiſtorical. 
| The firſt was a black ni24t, and diſcovered n9- 
thing : the lecond was a weak and glimmering light, 
repreſenting things imperfeRly and falfly : the laſt 
(more clear ) left handſum monuments to poſterity, 
The »nknown I place inthe age before the Flood, 
for that Dcluge ſwept away things as well as men, 
and left not (5 much as footſteps to trace them by : 
The fabuloss began after the Flood; in this. time 
Godhcads were cheap,and men not knowing wher 
to chooſe better, made Deities one of another, 
Where this ehded, the hiſtoricall rook beginning : 
for men begaa to jngrave inpillars, and to commir 
to Letters, as it were by joyat conſent : for the 
three great Fpoches or Terms of Accompt __ 
| a 
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all eſtabliſhed within the ſpace of 30, years : The 
Grecians reckning from their Olympiades : The Ro- 
mans from the building of their City : and the Bee 
bylontans trom their King Salmonaſſar. To bring into 
the. ſcale with Chriſtian Religion any thing out of 

the firſt Age, we cannot; becauſe we know nothing 
of ir. , 
And the ſecond was ſo fabu/ous , that thoſe which 
took it up afterwards, ſmil'd ar it as ridiculous and 
falſe ( which though was eafjer for them to do than 
ro ſh-w a true, ) in the hiſtorical, it improved, 
grew more refined : bur here the Fathers entred 
field, and ſo clearly gained the viRtory, that I ſhould 
fay nothing in it, did I not know it ſtill ro bethe 
opinion of good wits, that the particular Religion 
of Chriſtians has added little to the general Religi- 
on of the World, Let us take ir then in its perfedF- 
er ejtate, and look npon it in that age which was 
made giorious by the bringing forth of ſo many 
admirable ſpirits, and this was about the 80, Olym- 
piad, in the year of the world 3480. forin the ſpace 
of an 100. years, flouriſhed almoſt all that Greece 
could boaſt of, Socrates, Plato, Ariſtotle, Archites,1ſc» 
crates, Pythagor as, Epicurm. Heraclitus Zenophon,Z exo 
Anaxazoras, Demnncritus Demoſthenes, Parmenides, Ze» 
nocrates,Theophraſtes, Empedocles,Tymew, with divers 
others Orators and Pocts, Or rather ( forthey had 
their Religion one from another, and not much dife 
ferene ) let us take a view of it in that Century in 
which Nature.( as it were to oppoſe the Grecian 
inlolcnce.) brought forth that happy birth of Romen 
wits :

wits : Farr#,Cicers,Ceſar, Livie,Saluſt, Virgil, Hor aces 
Vitrwvins,Ovid,Pliny, Cato, Marcus Brutws ; and this 
was from Quintas Serviliw his Conſulſhip to that 
' of CAneuſtus, 270 years after the other. And to ſay 
truth, a great part of our Religion, either dircaly 
or indirealy hath been proteſſed by Heathens 
which 1 conceive not ſo much an cxprobation to 
it, as aconfirmation 3 it being no derogating from 
truth to be warranted by common conſent. 
....Fuſt then, the creation of the World is delivered 
a@olt the ſame in the Pheniciap ſtories with that in 
{ © Wfes; from this the Grecians had their Ch40s, and 
Oviathe beginning of his Meramorphoſis, That All 
things were made by Ged,was held by Plato,and others; 
that darkneſs was before light,by Thales;that the Stars 
were made by God, by Aratxe, that life was infuſed into 
things by the breath of God, Virgil; That M.n was made 
of duſt, Hefiod and Homer , that the firſt life of man was þ 
mn ſimplicity and nakedveſi,the Rgyprians taught: and 
from therce the Ports had their Golden Age. That 
#n the firſt times mens lives lajted athouſand years, Bero- 
f+5,and others:that ſomething divine was ſeen amone ſt 
 wentill that the greatneſs of our ſins gave themcauſe to 
rem8wve, Catullus: and this he that writes the tory of 
Columbus, reports from the Indians of 4 great Deluge, 
almoſt all. But co the main, they hold one God, and 
though mult;p/icity hath been laid to their charge, | 
yer certainly theclearer ſpirits underſtood theſe pet- 
ty gods as things, not as Neitics ; ſecond cauſes and 
tevcral vertucs of the great power: by Neptane, was | 
$cr.4.74p9, airy by Diſpater, garth ; by Eu{ran, "_ 
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| and ſometimes our God fignified many things,” as 
apiter the whole world, the whole Heaven z and 
omectimes many gods one thing , as Ceres, Funo 
magna, the earth. They concluded thoſe ro be vis 
ces which we do z nor was there much difference in 
their vertues; onely Chriſtians have madeready 
belicf the higheſt, which they would hardly allow 
to be any. They held rewards tor the good,and pu» 
niſhmentsfor the ill , had their El:zizm, and their 
hefl, and that chey though the pains eternal there 
is evident, in that they belecy'd from thence was 
no return. They proportion'd ſufferings hercafter, 
to offences heres as in Tantalus,Siſyphws, and others 
among which that of Conſcience (the worm that 
never dies) was one, asin the Vultures gnawing of 
Prometheus heart, and Yirgils uglieſt of Furjes thun- 
| dring in Perithows car, was not obſcurely ſhown ; and 
| neerer us, they held the number of the EleR to 
but {mall, and thatthere ſhould be a laſt day in 
which the World ſhoald periſh by fire, Laſtly they 
had their Prieſts, Temples, Altars. 

We have fcen now the Parallel; Ikt us enquire
